will be left out in the cold. Mr. Mitchell estimates that in this 
event the landowners of Hope and Hempstead county would 
be confronted with a TAX INCREASE OF $65,500 A'YEAR.

ernor's Special Refunding Committee 
recommended increasing the gasoline 
tax from fi to 7 cents a gallon and 
cutting out the three-quarters reduc- 
tion in licenses ror automobiles four 
years old or more. The revenues 
would be applied to the new Marti- 
ncau state and all road district bonds, 
and would extend 100 per cent aid on 
city streets which carry a state high- 
way through town. 


We understand this last is being ob- 


jected to on the grounds that the 
state ought to take over not only 
the highway-street but all the bonds 
of the city district through which the 
street runs.

Three factors contributed to the re- 


covery . . . cotton prices doubled 
millions cf dollars in federal subsidies 
were pourcu into farmers' pockets . . 
textile mills under an industrial code 
showed best profits in four years. 


Farmers watched the spot middling 


price in New York go from 5.90 cents 
a pound February' 1 as high as 11.75 
July 18, the highest price since 1929. 


When quotations eased from the 


peak, the south asked for federal aid 
in getting cherished "20-cent cotton" 
immediately. The wish was not grant- 
ed, and prices toward the end of the 
year firmed around 10.50 cents. 


Government Adils Subsidies

To Purge CWA Bolls 


LITTLE ROCK—A bulletin was sent 


to all county disbursing officers, sup- 
ervisors and re-employment officers 
Friday by W. R. Dyess, instructing 
them to investigate immediately the 
CWA rolls in their counties. 


"Our attention has been directed," 


Mr. Dyess said, "in some localities to 
the employment of more than one 
member of a household on CWA pro- 
jects. In some instances this may be 
permitted, but as a rule it is our pol- 
icy that jobs should be distributed 
among as great a number of families 
as possible and not permit employ- 
ment of two or more members of the 
same family living in one household 
when other families are very needy 
with no one working at all." 


The following rulings should be 


complied with, he said: 


If husband and wife both are em- 


ployed on the CWA program or FRRA 
program in any capacity, one of hem 
should be replaced. 


If a parent and son or daughter, 


working on the CWA program, live 
in the same household without .-•ep- 
arate dependents, then only one should 
be retained," Mr. Dyes explained. 


"The spirit of this is not to pro- 


hibit persons related to each other 
from working on the CWA profvam, 
especially those who have separate 
and distinct families living apart, or 
who would be living apart weie it 
not for 
unfortunate circumstances, 


but it is the distinct intention to give 
work to as many separate families or 
households as possible," he said. "In 
order to do this, not more than one 
member of an 
immediate 
family 


should be employed."

Roosevelt Will Bear Down on U. S. 


Grain Exchanges . . . No Consumers 
at hearing on Dog.Food , . . Artists 
to Be Rated as Human . . . NRA

WASHINGTON—The administration 


is moving toward more drastic regula- 
tion of grain, exchanges. 


This is in line with Roosevelt's strong 


feeling, well known to his intimates, 
that size of farmer incomes should not 
be subject to manipulations of specu- 
lators in Chicago. 


The "brain trust" crowd at AAA, 


working on the code presented by ex- 
changes is set to give Secretary Wal- 
lace al Ithe regulatory powers which 
exchange rulers now possess over their 
own operations. That includes the 
right to limit daily fluctuations and 
the amount of grain futures contracts. 


The administration's reformers think 


two things most need correction: 1. 
Ability of large operators to influence 
price movements, bearing or bulling; 
2. ''Squeezes" by operators who buy 
up futures and plaster premiums on 
grain sellers prevented from deliveries 
as per contract by congestion or other 
factors. 


They propose specifically to limit 


future speculation to 2,000,000 bushels 
and to permit the secretary to liberal- 
ize delivery rules when .advisable. 
The plan was worked out by Byron 
P. Parry, grain expert attached to 
AAA.

DETROIT, Mich.-The story of the 


development of "knee-action wheels," 
which will be used on 1934 General 
Motors cars, was disclosed here Tues- 
day by General Mootrs officials. More 
tha ntwo years ago engineers of the 
General Motors Research Laboratories 
and divisional engineers began to in- 
vestigate possible 
solutions of 
the 


problem of increasing riding comfort, 


"From our customer research we 


found that there was getting to be a 
greater demand for comfort now that 
we have increased the speend and 
economy of motor cars," said William 
S. Knudscn, executive viceVpresident 
in charge of car and body building 
operations in the United States and 
Canada. "Comfort has, after a fash- 
ion, kept pace with speed, but pitching 
would have to go before the passenger 
in the rear seat could be really com- 
fortable." 


The engineers established first that 


if the front springs could be softened 
t oa tension approximately equal that 
of the rear springs, riding comfort 
would be tremendously increased. But 
it was impossible to soften the old 
type of front springs because the front 


[ axle, supporting both front wheels 


is attached to the frame by the spring 
only. The front springs had to do two 
jobs-serve as springs and kcpe the 
front end of the running gear in pro- 
pur alignment. 


If the front springs were softened 


they would give the desired riding 
comfort but they would let the front 
wheels wabble. Obviously it was nec- 
essary to divorce the two jobs. The 
engineers finally adopted knee-action 
wheels as the solution. By this device 
the springs have to do nothing but 
absorb the jolts and one front wheel 
is not affected by the jolts taken by 
the other. 


Then the engineers discovered that 


there was one other thing they had to 
no to get the desired improvement in 
ruling comfort. This was to redis- 
tribute the weight of the car so that 
it was more nearly equal on all four 
wheels. 
|

School Lesson for December 24

If there is any vision thtat the world 


needs at the present time, it is u 
vision of peace. But when we re- 
member tthat the lesson We are. study- 
ing conies out of the ancient world, 
and that the dream of pence is still 
unfulfilled after all the centuries, it is 
obvious that we need in these days 
not only vision but action. 


H is to be noted that Isaiah's vision 
f world peace was not an idle dream. 
Peace was not going to come through 
Mine miraculous or mysterious read- 
justment of things, but peace, in the 
vision of Isaiah, was associated with 
riphteousness and justice. 


The Prince of Peace, the ideal and 


righteous judge who was to establish 
his reign upon earth, would judge the 
poor with righteousness. He would 
overturn the counsels of wickedness 
and injustice and treat the meek of 
the earth with equity. 


There is the danger in our modern 


world of imagining that peace can 
come without peaceful attitudes, and 
scuncl foundation); in right attitudes 
and right living. We are apt to think 
tthat if we have sufficient propagand- 
ism in behalf of peace, that if we have 
enough 
international organizations 


iiighly endowed, that if we can only 
Dring the nations together into world 
courts or leagues of nations, the prob- 
lem of overcoming war with peace 
will be solved. 


None of these agencies is to be de- 


spised or disregarded. We cannot work 
out great human plans without pub- 
icity, and appeal, and organization; 
nut ultimately the power of organiza- 
tion depends upon the 
extent and 


quality of the forces organized. 


The nations never will disarm out- 


wardly until they have become dis- 
armed in spirit and purpose, and until 
a new spirit of mutual good will and 
willingnes to live together has sup- 
planted the present spirit of distrust, 
commercial rivalry and the lust for 
power. 


The cause of peace still finds, its 


ircal exemplar and exponent in the 
Prince of Peace. It is in the prin- 
ciples of Jesus that the world alone 
can have hope. Not that one would 
set these principles 
of 
Jesus over 


against the peaceable and righteous 
teachings of other religions, but be- 
:ause Jesus expressed so fully Mid 
vitally in his life and teaching the stob_ 
stance of all true religion. 
• > •• 


It is the things that are against the 


spirit of Jesus tthat are so menacing 
in the world today, both in national 
and in international life. As long as 
race prejudice and intolerance and 
persecution rule in any 
nation the 


peace of the world is endangered. 


These are dark days in which we are 


living, from 
the standpoint of ttie 


cause of peace; but the world 'is b^e- 
ing driven by events as much 'as ifcy 
ideals to solve this problem of petite, 
if civilization itself is, to be preserved. 
The forces of war have becdme, so de- 
structive that it is commonly rec- 
ognized tthat whole peoples may eas- 
ily be wiped out with the weapons and 
resources of modern 
warfare. The 


fortifications and weapons of defense 
today are almost powerless to resist 
attack where formerly such defenses 
would have been impregnable. 


There is no way out for humanity, 


except the right way. If the nations 
will save themselves, they must be as 
attentive to the laws of 
health and 


safety as is necessary for an indi- 
vidual. 


Hence we must preserve the vision, 


and at the same time be seeking con- 
stantly to put it into practice. It is 
through peaceful ways and attitudes 
that peace alone can be restored to a 
world torn by dissension and dis- 
trust.

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Banker Discusses 
Deposit Insurance 


Believes It Unsound, But 


Southern Banks Stand 


to Profit 


LITTLE ROCK—Expressing person- 


al belief that the deposit insurance 
plan is unsound economically, W. A. 
McDonall, vice president of the Bank- 
ers Commercial Trust company, said 
Wednesday that nevertheless banks in 
the South and Southwest will profit 
immeasurably at the expense of banks 
In the metropolitan areas under the 
new Federal Insurance Deposit Cor- 
poration. 


Addressing the weekly meeting of 


the Lions club, Mr, McDonnell said 
tthat the central unJSTrlying idea of 
the Banking Act of 1933, which creat- 
ed the FIDC, is a unified banking 
iystem. 
"This wil Ibe well and good if bank- 


ing power does rot become synonym- 
ous with political power," he said. 


He pointed jut salient, features of 


the new act, 'dwolinjC most of his i>d- 
dres to the deposit insurance feature. 
He stressed tho fact that under the 
new law the double liability on stock 
in national banks is repraled and that 
executive officers of banks in the Fed- 
eral Reserve system are prohibited 
from borrowing from their own insti- 
tutions. 


"The arguments against deposit in- 


' »urance are first, that there is no pre- 
mium for good banking if it must pay 
for the mistakes of bad banking and 
second, that it actually leads to lax 
credit policies an dthe paying of too 
much for deposits," he said. 


"I feel that the present deposit in- 


surance plan can work successfully 
•nd safely provided requirements for 
admittance to the system are rigid and 
that close supervision is maintained 
over all members. While in my opin- 
ion the deposit insurance plan is eco- 
nomically unsound the banks outside 
'of the large centers, espcially in the 
South and th Southwest, are certain- 
ly on the receiving end. They pay 
least and receive most. 


"American banking has not failed 


any more than American business has 


• failed, and Arkansas banking has not 


failed in any greater degree than the 
state of Arkanss and her people have 
failed.
